Superintending School Committee 


OF THE 


TOWN OF WAKEFIELD, 


For the Year 1881-2. 


At the annual election in March, 1853, the town voted to 
publish, in connection with thetown accounts, the annual re- 
port of the Superintending School Committee of the town, 
and this report was published the following year for the first 
time. In accordance with that vote, the annual report has 
continued to be published ever since; and according to this 
arrangement the committee of the present year respectfully 
present this the 29th annual report of the public schools of 
the town. In this long interval of nearly thirty years it is evi- 
dent that many and marked changes must have taken place in 
the condition and welfare of the town in general, and in the 
state and condition of the public schools in particular. While 
a few districts have gained slightly in population, others have 
lost, but on the whole with diminished results. While none 
of the old districts have been consolidated, none have been dis- 
continued. Twonew districts have been established by divi- 
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sion of some of the old ones, so that instead of 10 districts as 
then we now have 12. In this time 5 new school-houses 
have been made, and several of the old ones materially re- 
paired and improved. Several of the new ones were model 
structures of convenience and fitness at the time of their erec- 
tion. The contributions for the support of schools have in- 
creased from some $600 to over $2000 per year, while the 
whole number of scholars has decreased from 370 to only 
about 300 at the present time. From the small sum of $2.00 
per scholar each year the appropriation has increased to nearly 
$7.00, thus affording much longer terms of schools and better 
facilities for educational improvement. Thirty years ago but 
one district in town raised more than $80 to be expended in 
the cause of letters, while several other districts failed to raise 
half of that amount. Now the smallest amount raised in any 
district is much more than the largest of any district at 
that time. Instead of but few weeks devoted as then to school 
purposes, most districts now furnish for half the year educa- 
tional advantages to all its children and youth, while some 
furnish much more than this. Some districts that had only 
one short term of school now have instead two long terms, 
while others have three such terms. These are gratifying 
facts to the patrons of learning, and if rightly considered and 
used, such inestimable advantages will never be fooled and 
fretted away, as I fear they too often are. Under the present 
dispensation of things, I think the youth of our town have 
about all the opportunity they need or can use to advantage 
in acquiring a useful education. If the standard of scholar- 
ship in our schools has not reached a higher point intellectu- 
ally considered, by lounger schools, improved methods of teach- 
ing and superior text books, it is reached at an earlier age. 


Of the 18 different teachers employed in the town the past 
year three of them have been males and 15 females. 277 weeks 
of school have been taught, 33 by males and 244 by females. 
29 different terms constitute the school year; 12 of them 
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have been summer terms, 6 winter, and 1] fall and winter 
combined. Average length of terms of all the schools, 94 
weeks, nearly. The following statement exhibits the condition 
and operation of our district schools for the past year: In 
the amount of wages of teachers board is included. The Roll 
of Honor includes an account of those scholars only whose 
record of attendance has been perfect and free from all biem— 
ishes of absence and tardiness :

The contributions devoted to school purposes the past year 
in the aggregate amount to $2053.28, raised by the following 
means: By town tax, $1130.50; savings bank tax, $732.87; 
literary fund, $135.88; income from local funds, $44.75; rail- 
road tax, $9.28. This divided among the 303 different schol- 
ars of the town who have had'the benefits gives $6.77 per 
scholar. In addition to the above amount, the annual income 
of $100 from the Ellen Dow fund applied for the aid ofa 
high school, and which has thus far been enjoyed almost ex- 
clusively by the scholars of this town, adds $100 to the total 
school fund, and increases the appropriation to $7.10 per 
scholar. 

The longest time devoted to school purposes in any one 
district isin District No. 9 (Union), consisting of three terms 
of ten weeks each, or thirty weeks total. 

The least time so employed was in District No. 10, 16 
weeks, consisting of two terms of eight weeks each. Of the 
whole number of scholars attending schools throughout the 
town, 283 have attended to reading and spelling, 261 to pen- 
manship, 205 to arithmetic, 152 to geography, 112 to gram- 
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mar, 58 to history, 29 to composition, 61 to vocal music, 24 
to algebra, 16 to book-keeping, 9 to philosophy, 4 to physiol- 
ogy, 2 to astronomy, and 1 each to chemistry, geometry and 
surveying. 

The committee in the discharge of his duty has made 54 
visits to the different schools, making at least the customary 
allowance of two visits in each term, except when prevented 
by want of notice or inability to attend. All the schools have 
fulfilled their allotted terms of service quietly, orderly, and to 
the general acceptance of all concerned, nocomplaints of a 
serious nature ever having reached the knowledge of the com- 
mittee. No case of maladministration, of insubordination, of 
trouble or difficulty seems to have arisen anywhere, requiring 
the aid of the committee to settle. Of the 18 different teach- 
ers required to satisfy the educational wants of the town, 6 of 
them have been young in years and inexperienced, making 
their first experiments in the art of a pedagogue. Several of 
the others have had some experience in the business; but 
most of the rest have been veterans in the cause and well 
tried and trained in the practical workings of the schcol-room. 
The administration of all has been quite satisfactory to the 
committee, and in some instances particularly so. That their 
labors have been approved and appreciated is attested by the 
fact that the services of most teachers were retained through 
the whole school year, and this has been done in nearly every 
instance where such a result was possible of attainment. It is 
worth our while to ponder this fact, that committees and all 
engaged in the management of school affairs will do well to 
continue to employ their old teachers, whose labors have been 
satisfactory and productive of good results. 

Your committee deem the annual amount of more than 
$2000 no mean or meagre sum to be devoted to school pur- 
poses, and its proper expenditure a matter of no trifling im- 
port. The employment of a sum so much larger than for- 
merly should be attended with proportionally increased ef- 
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fects productive of good results. It is necessary now that 
more than an elementary and superficial knowledge of a few 
studies Only should be acquired. The whole area of intellec- 

tual development should be enlarged and elevated. Every 
agency tending to this result should be embraced and em- 
ployed. Not only the engagement of teachers of higher intel- 
lectual attainments and better qualifications, but a better pro- 
fessional preparation for the practical duties of the school- 
room. The introduction of new and improved text books, and 
such as are adapted to the progressive spirit of the age, instead 
of the old worm-eaten, dilapidated and obsolete ones of a past 
generation. The economy that begrudges the occasional sub- 

stitution of new and fresh school books for old and useless 
ones is ill considered and destructive of its own interests. 
The class and character of the books in use in our schools I 
found far from satisfactory. In this respect my opinion seems 
te differ essentially from that declared by my respected prede- 

cessor a year ago. Instead of thinking no change in this re- 
spect necessary, I consider the change of nearly every school 
book in use at that time unconditionally required. As a com- 
meniement of this reform, I have succeeded in introducing a 
new geography into nearlyevery schoolin town. A new series 
of arithmetics has been adopted and partially introduced. 
The completion of this work should be accomplished by all 
means the coming year. Our school system, through enlarged 
means and longer terms of service, has reached a condition 
that imperatively demands a careful, critical and energetic su- 
pervison in all departments. To the able management of the 
supervisors of public instruction do the public schools of such 
places as Boston, Dover, Manchest2r and Concord owe their 
efficiency in a great measure. This supervision in our town of 
late has been conducted more inregard to economy of expense 
than utility of purpose. The small remuneration usually ex- 
acted for this service precludes the expenditure of mere time 
and labor on the part of the supervisor than is just necessary 
to satisfy the requirement of law and custom, 
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In regard to this matter, the committee of the present year 
would say that, in the discharge of his various official duties, 
he has spent some two months’ time; has made some 60 visits 
to the different schools; has investigated the capabilities of 18 
different teachers, and given 29 certificates of qualification ; 
has spent as much time as possible under the circumstances in 
examining the condition and management of school exercises, 
and has made such suggestions in such cases and at such times 
as seemed conducive to the interests of education. Still he 
feels much dissatisfied with his labors. Under a different and 
better order of circumstances he thinks much more might have 
been effected. With this short apology for his shortcomings 
he submits the above brief exposition in lieu of a better report.
